The plebian cabbage is one vegetable long familiar in the history 
of food. The aneient Egyptians, it is said, worshipped red 
and among the Romans, cabbage is reported to have been 
used as a remedy for that “morning after” headache, One of 
ambassadors to Europe during the world war sent back the state- 
ment that the English use only three vegetables and two of them 
are cabbage; arid cobpage is still an esteemed and familiar. vegetable 
in Germany. Georgé”*Rector, famous chef, says et eabbage which 
has been boiled to death is one of the disgraces of a civilized nation. 

- The varieties of cabbage now cultivated are oo different from * 
the wild cabbage which form the original type. The cabbage family 
numbers several members and all of the following :bel to it: 
ordinary cabbage, or head cabbage; Brussels sprouts; ca ower; 
broccoli; kale; Savoy cabbage, and kohl-rabi. 

When we think of cabbage we ordinarily think of. the. variety 
having a hard, round head, the outer leaves of which ate green or 
red; however, in the original wild cabbage, the leaf buds are open 
and branched. In the Channel Islands, a special variety of open~ 
leaved cabbage is highly prized. This unusual cabbage grows eight. 
feet high and the stem is strong enough to be ‘made into a firm 
walking-stick. These large central stems are also said to be used 
to support the thatch used for the: roofs of cot{ages by the Islanders, 

The amount of cabbage consumed throughout the world is enor- 
mous. Of all vegetables, possibly, only the potato exceeds the cabbage 
in popularity. Indeed, in many. parts the world, cabbage’is. prac-~ 
tically’ the only fresh vegetable: obtainable throughout the entire 
year. As it may be used during ne winter it ‘has © F called 
“winter greens.” 

While raw. cabhage.,is..¢.-wholesome vegetable, ‘the, cooking, 
‘process seems to cause cooked cabbage to produce flatulence in many 
people. However, by cooking the cabbage for a shorter time, it is 
likely to be less gas- -forming and at the same time, will have a finer 
flavor.

Many Offenses 


After each one of a list of chronic 
headache sufierers on my books, I 
make a small notation indicating 
the particular offense which brings 
on the paroxysm of pain. It is a 
long list including disappoint- 
ments, contradiction, failure to go 
somewhere, any cherished plan 
given up. And after those entirely 
personal reactidns, ‘the list adds 
fear, worry, grief, and finally the 
physical causes which: are im the 
minority. 

Many of the nervous disorders 
brought on by fear and anxiety 
were, we admit, implanted there 
by some shock or sorry experience 
for which others were responsible. 
Nervous fears are particularly 
traceable to childhood memories 
and experiences, many of which 
were not recognized at the time as 
likely to leave a permanent injury. 

Not one of the types mentioned 
gets us away from the fact that 
only the sufferer himself can solve 
the problem; only when he accepts 
such help as we can give him, 
faces the situation and analyzes it 
to its source. When the trouble ties 
in diserder, the solution is to re- 
store order. When it is people who 
make you nervous, give. yourself 
sufficient time alone to store’ up

THERE WERE only six jumps 
left for the apparent winner 
of the Grand National steeple- 
chase at Aintree, England, last 
year. It seemed like an easy vic- 
tory for the American, George H. 
(Pete) Bostwick, leading by a full 
turn around ‘the course. Then 
Fate made a quick move on her 
checkerboard. Castle Irwell, the 
mount on which Bostwick rode, 
stumbled, and Bostwick was out 
of it while the field thundered by. 

That fall might have knocked 
the wind out of Bostwick, widely 
known polo star and gentleman 
steeplechaser, but not the cour- 
age. 
when the Grand National is run 
on March 27, and he’s going to 
ride the same horse, Castle Irwell. 
He left New York aboard an ocean 
liner the other day, and his hopes 
were high. 

Now the Grand National course 
is, according to Bostwick. the 
most difficult in the world. Its 
most famous jump, Becher’s 
‘Brook, takes its name from a 
jockey who, upon suffering a 
spill at that point, decided the 
best method ‘to avoid death under 
the heels of the following horses 
was to remain submerged in the 
water until the field went by.

When it comes to giving medi- 
cine for neryous troubles, only 
those are really curative whose 
chemistry produces such actual 
coinbinations with the chemistry 
of the body.as bring about a defi- 
nite change. Of sedatives and hyp- 
notics there are many but they 
must be chosen with the greatest 
care. It is seldom their use can be 
left to the discretion of the patient 
Rest and sleep are imperative bu! 
to induce them by means of drug 
is not always the best way.

TH Lenten season gives you a: 

grand opportunity to find out

- fish. Sardines, seldom served ex- 


cept as they come, with crackers 
and beer or as @ picnic snack, can 
be made into appetizing and sub- 
stantial main dishes. 

Sardines are moderate in price, 
whether you buy the big, meaty 
fellows from Maine or California 
or those imported from France, 
Portugal or Norway. 


Italian Sardines 

Chop 1 onion and ¥% green pep- 
per very fine and saute until deli- 
cately brown in 2 tablespoons of 
mixed oil and butter. A clove of 
finely minced garlic may be added 
if you like the flaver. Add 214 
cups strained canned tomatoes, a 
few grains pepper, 1% teaspopon 
salt and 2 teaspoons sugar. Cook 
10 minutes to evaporate the ex- 
cess liquid.

Bake in a het 
oven 25 to 30 minutes. Sprinkle 
liberally with Parmesan cheese 
just before removing from the 
oven, 

Sardine Appetizers 

For an interesting first course, 
toast 4 slices of bread lightly, 
Drush with butter and cut into 4 
tiny triangles. Sprinkle the little 
tiangles with 34 cup grated Am- 
erican cheese and place a_ tiny 
sardine from a freshly opened tin 
across each triangle. Sprinkle 
lightly with 1 teaspoon grated 
onion and paprika. Heat quickly 
under a broiler flame until the 
cheese is melted and puffy and the 
sardines hot. Serve 4 of the tri- 
angles on each plate with a gar- 
nish of cucumber slices on a small 
lettuce leaf. 


Macaroni and Sardines 


Cook 1 package of elbow maca- 
roni in boiling, salted water until 
tender. Rinse in hot water, drain 
and arrange on a deep platter. 
Dress liberally with butter and 
immediately before serving ar- 
range big California sardines, that 
have been broiled until thoroughly 
hot and light brown, over the 
macaroni. Garnish with wedges of 
tomato and sprigs of parsley. 


Sardine Rarebit 
Make a rarebit mixture by this 
recipe: Meit 1 tablespoon butter 
in the top of a double boiler. 
Blend in 1 tablespoon flour, add 1 
cup milk and stir until thick and 
smooth. Season well with salt, 
pepper and about 34 teaspoon of 
powdered mustard. Add 3 pound 
American cheese that has been 
crated and stir until smooth. Pour 
over slices of bultered toast and 

top with broiled sardines.
